The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  during  1958 
(corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  and  includ¬ 
ing  deaths  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages)  was  331,  viz., 
159  males  and  172  females.  The  recorded  death-rate 
being  12.3  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population.

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Ambulance  Facilities. 

TTie  ambulance  service  is  operated  under  the  direction 
of  the  Durham  County  Council.  All  telephone  calls  or 
other  messages  in  respect  to  the  service  of  an  ambul¬ 
ance  are  now  directed  to  East  Herrington  3137,  which 
is  the  ambulance  station  at  Devon  Street,  New  Herring¬ 
ton,  covering  the  parishes  of  Ryhope,  Silksworth,  Tun- 
stall,  Ford,  Offerton  and  the  Herringtons,  or  Hebburn 
32157,  the  ambulance  station  at  1  St.  John’s  Avenue, 
Hebburn,  covering  the  parish  of  Hylton. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  sputa,  faeces  and 
throat  swabs  are  now  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Hylton 
Road,  Sunderland,  under  the  direction  of  P.B.  Crone, 
M.D.,  Dip.,  Bact.  According  to  reports  received  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  following  specimens 
were  submitted  for  examination  : —

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

During  the  year,  141  cases  of  infectious  disease,  in¬ 
cluding  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  were  notified  as  com¬ 
pared  with  1,015  cases  for  the  previous  year  and  209 
cases  in  1956. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Twenty-two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  15  cases  over  the  previous  year. 
The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type  and  caused  no  anxiety. 

Diptheria. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  diphtheria  throughout 
the  year. 
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Poliomyelitis. 

One  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis,  of  the  paralytic  type, 
was  notified  during  the  year. 


Measles. 

Cases  of  measles  notified  during  1958  amounted  to  2. 
Measles  is  a  disease  which  shows  periodic  increase, 
cycles  every  three  or  five  years;  very  few  children  escape 
infection.

It  has  not  f')een  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations 
1925,  in  relation  to  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  72  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936,  which  relates  to  the  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis. 

Central  Kitchens. 

The  Education  Authority’s  central  kitchens  have 
again  been  supervised  throughout  the  year.  Only  occa¬ 
sionally  was  it  necessary  to  make  recommendations 
with  regard  to  the  interior  decoration,  etc. 

Disinfection  of  Premises. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  bedding  has  been  carried 
out  by  your  staff  on  the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  and  on  the  termination  of  the  period  of  isolation 
if  the  patient  was  isolated  at  home.  Disinfections  were 
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also  carried  out  at  houses  where  the  death  or  removal  of 
a  person  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  had  occurred. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

As  before,  the  district  was  supplied  by  the  Sunderland 
and  South  Shields  Water  Board.  Bacteriological  exam¬ 
inations  were  carried  out  by  the  owners;  the  examina¬ 
tions  being  necessary  in  case  any  water-borne  disease 
had  been  brought  into  the  district. 

At  the  Herringtons  a  small  number  of  houses  are  still 
supplied  by  the  National  Coal  Board  from  their  pump¬ 
ing  station  situated  in  Silksworth  Lane.  This  supply  was 
satisfactory. 

At  Offerton,  the  supply  is  taken  from  a  well  situated 
in  a  field  to  the  north-west  of  the  village.  The  water  is 
lifted  from  the  well  by  a  pump  which  is  driven  by  a 
windmill,  and  the  water  is  stored  in  iron  storage  tanks 
situated  near  Offerton  Hall.  From  thence  it  is  led  to 
the  various  houses  in  the  village.  This  supply  was 
satisfactory. 

The  only  area  (apart  from  some  scattered  farms)  not 
provided  with  a  piped  water  supply  is  that  of  Offerton.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  —  COLLECTION  AND 
DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Regular  collections  of  house  refuse  were  again  main¬ 
tained  during  the  year  in  spite  of  the  strain  put  on  the 
service  during  the  first  three  months  arising  from  a  com¬ 
bination  of  adverse  weather  conditions  and  the  ex¬ 
tremely  poor  condition  of  the  four  Karrier  Bantam  Veh¬ 
icles.  There  were  some  isolated  complaints  of  delayed 
collections,  but  there  was  no  general  complaint  at  any 
time  and  the  frequency  of  collections  was  never  less 
than  once  weekly. 

Towards  the  end  of  March  the  four  Karrier  Bantams, 
after  giving  twelve  years  service,  were  replaced  with 
three  Karrier  Gamecock  vehicles  each  fitted  with  an 
18  cu.  yd.  capacity  dual-tip  body.  The  total  cost  of  the 
vehicles  was  £6,865.  These  vehicles  are  being  used  for 
the  collection  of  refuse  in  the  Parishes  of  Ryhope,  Silks- 
worth,  Tunstall  and  a  portion  of  Herrington. 

The  Parishes  of  Hylton,  Ford,  Offerton  and  part  of 
Herrington  are  still  being  served  with  two  Bedford  veh¬ 
icles  (7  cu.  yd.  capacity)  but  the  Council  have  given  con¬ 
sideration  to  their  re-placement  by  a  vehicle  of  a  larger 
capacity,  and  have,  in  fact,  placed  an  order  for  a  Karrier 
Gamecock  vehicle  fitted  with  an  18  cu.  yd.  capacity 
dual-tip  body.  This  vehicle  will  be  operating  as  from 
April  1959. 

During  the  year,  630,521  dustbins  holding  12,765 
tons  of  refuse  were  dealt  with  ;  this  represents  a  weekly 
collection  and  disposal  of  approximately  245  tons. 

The  total  annual  cost  of  refuse  collection  work  for 
the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1959,  was  £14,194 
which  is  equivalent  to  22s.  2d.  per  ton  of  refuse 
colleeted. 
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Refuse  Disposal. 

The  refuse  from  the  Parishes  of  Ryhope,  Silksworth, 
Tunstall  and  part  of  Herrington  (representing  approx¬ 
imately  75%  of  the  district’s  refuse)  continues  to  be  dis¬ 
posed  of  on  the  old  Burdon  Street  site,  situated  in  a 
central  part  of  Ryhope. 

In  the  past,  the  weight  of  refuse  collected  has  always 
been  estimated,  but  with  the  operation  of  the  new  dual¬ 
tip  vehicles  sample  weighings  from  the  various  districts 
have  been  taken,  with  the  result  that  the  total  weight  of 
refuse  collected  and  shown  in  this  report  will  be  nearer 
actual  weight  than  estimated  weight. 

During  the  year  9,645  tons  of  refuse  were  deposited 
on  the  Ryhope  refuse  tip  which  is  controlled  with  the 
assistance  of  the  “Muledozer”  fitted  with  rotaped  tracks. 

The  cost  of  disposal  amounted  to  £1,854,  the  equiv¬ 
alent  of  2s.  6d.  per  ton.

The  sale  of  waste  paper  continues  to  be  our  sole 
source  of  revenue  and  during  the  past  year  some  of  the 
restrictions  imposed  in  June  1956  have  been  removed 
particularly  those  affecting  Fibreboard  Containers  and 
Mixed  Papers. 

Regular  collections  of  waste  paper  are  made  by 
having  trailers  attached  to  the  refuse  collection  vehicles; 
this  system  works  very  satisfactorily. 

The  collectors  still  continue  to  have  the  benefit  of  a 
bonus  scheme  and  the  total  amount  of  bonus  paid  out 
for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1959,  was  £198  9s.  8d.

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1958,  no  consideration  had 
been  given  by  the  Council  to  the  necessity  of  creating 
'‘Smoke  Control  Areas”  within  the  district. 


Some  effort  was  made,  however,  to  secure  details  of 
installations  existing  in  the  small  number  of  industrial 
premises  in  the  area,  and  to  this  end  seven  visits  were 
made  to  the  premises  concerned.  In  addition,  eight 
smoke  observations  were  made  in  respect  to  the  chim¬ 
neys  used  in  connection  with  these  premises  and  no  con¬ 
travention  of  the  Regulations  was  found  to  exist.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Not  a  single  complaint  was  received  in  respect  to 
bed-bug  infestation  during  the  year. 

Drainage. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  is  devoted  to  this 
work  each  year.  The  arrangement,  inspection  and 
subsequent  testing  of  drains  in  respect  to  both  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  direct  labour  schemes  and  private  house  develop¬ 
ment  make  many  calls  upon  the  time  of  the  inspectors. 

f 

All  main  and  branch  drains  were  tested  by  means  of 
the  “Water  Test”  in  order  to  ensure  that  they  were 
sound  and  watertight. 

In  all,  5,121  yards  of  4  ins.  drain  and  7  yards  of  6  ins. 
drain  were  tested,  involving  some  169  visits. 
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Rodent  Control. 

During  the  year  two  treatments  were  again  under¬ 
taken  and  completed  on  each  set  of  sewers  in  the  dis¬ 
trict.  Several  treatments  on  each  of  the  three  refuse 
tips  in  the  area  were  also  undertaken  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  be  able  to  report  that  none  of  the  three  tips  bear  the 
mark  of  a  major  infestation. 

Surveys  have  been  made  at  various  intervals  to  deter¬ 
mine  what  degree  of  infestation  exists  particularly  in  the 
vicinity  of  business  premises,  and  where  such  premises 
were  infested,  treatments  were  carried  out  and  a  charge 
sufficient  to  cover  normal  expenses  was  made  against 
the  owner  of  the  premises. 

Infestations  in  dwelling-houses  are  dealt  with  free  of 
charge. 

The  whole  work  throughout  the  year  was  effected  by 
a  trained  rodent  operative  and  the  methods  used  were 
those  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fish¬ 
eries  and  Food  (Rodent  Division).

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Housing. 

More  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  task 
of  dealing  with  unfit  houses  in  the  district,  and  a  further 
4  Clearance  Orders  were  made  by  the  Council,  com¬ 
prising  77  houses  and  98  families.  In  addition,  14 
houses  containing  17  families  were  dealt  with  as  indiv¬ 
idual  unfit  houses. 

A  total  of  622  visits  were  made  in  respect  to  this 
branch  of  the  work,  and  it  is  perhaps  significant  to  be 
able  to  report  that  the  Council’s  five-year  slum  clear¬ 
ance  programme  has,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  been 
completed  within  three  years,  and  during  this  period  20 
Clearance  Orders  were  confirmed,  comprising  269 
houses  and  322  families  ;  in  addition  to  these,  63  houses 
containing  80  families  have  been  dealt  with  as  individual 
unfit  houses.

During  the  year,  thirteen  applications  under  Section 
20  of  the  above  Act  were  received  from  owner-occupiers 
desirous  of  improving  the  standard  of  their  houses. 
Ten  of  the  applications  were  allowed  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  three  were  withdrawn  by  the  applicants  concerned. 

The  improvements  effected  in  the  ten  dwellings  in¬ 
volved  a  total  cost  of  £3,428  18s.  9d.,  and  the  total 
amount  of  the  grants  given  was  £1,443  Os.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  intended  for 
human  consumption  has  received  the  usual  keen  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  department  during  the  year. 

It  has  covered  the  inspection  of  all  meat,  both  home- 
killed  and  imported;  the  inspection  of  all  doubtful 
canned  foods  offered  for  sale;  the  supervision  of  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream  and  the  inspection 
of  all  premises  upon  which  food  is  manufactured  or 
stored  for  the  purpose  of  sale.

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  four  premises  within  the  district  where  ice¬ 
cream  is  manufactured  for  sale  and  there  are  26  other 
premises  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955,  as  being  satisfactory  for  the  storage  and  sale  only. 

All  the  premises  are  visited  regularly  in  order  to 
ascertain  that  the  ice-cream  is  manufactured,  stored  and 
sold  under  hygienic  conditions,  and  that  all  utensils 
used  in  connection  therewith  are  sterilised  and  kept  free 
from  contamination. 

Regular  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination. 
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The  total  number  of  samples  taken  was  119,  and  the 
reports  received  thereon  showed  the  following  results: —

Precautions  against  the  Contamination  of  Food. 

Regular  attention  has  again  been  paid  to  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  premises  upon  which  food  is  manufactured  for 
human  consumption,  for,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  all  the 
premises  are  provided  with  facilities  laid  down  in  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  there  still  remains  the 
necessary  task  of  ensuring,  as  far  as  possible,  that  full 
use  is  made  of  such  facilities  by  the  food  handlers. 
This  can  only  be  done  successfully  by  regular  and 
routine  visits.  During  the  year  a  total  of  731  visits 
were  made  for  this  purpose. 

The  presence  of  Mobile  Shops  is  becoming  more  evi¬ 
dent  than  ever  before,  this  is  no  doubt  largely  due  to  new 
housing  estates  being  erected,  some  of  them  without 
shopping  facilities.  Most  of  these  mobile  shops,  which 
operate  from  the  Council’s  area  are  modern  in  design, 
are  provided  with  hygienic  equipment  and,  generally 
speaking,  give  little  cause  for  anxiety.  There  are, 
however,  a  small  number  of  mobile  shops  coming  into 
this  district  and  operating  from  some  of  the  adjacent 
areas.  Some  of  these  vehicles  leave  very  much  to  be 
desired  together  with  the  fact  that  they  make  a  practice 
of  operating  during  hours  outside  of  our  normal  working 
hours.  It  can  only  be  left  to  one’s  imagination 
whether  such  practice  is  by  accident  or  design. 

Licensed  Premises. 

The  inspection  of  all  licensed  premises  was  again 
continued  during  the  year,  in  the  course  of  which  64 
visits  were  made. 
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INSPECTION  OF  MEAT 

The  usual  inspection  of  all  carcases  was  again  main¬ 
tained  during  the  year  on  the  principle  that  the  essence 
of  efficient  meat  inspection,  in  the  matter  of  ensuring  a 
safe  meat  supply  to  the  public,  is  that  it  should  be 
regular  and  carried  out  as  a  matter  of  routine. 

All  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  are  inspected 
before  being  exposed  for  sale,  and  no  carcases  or  organs 
are  allowed  to  leave  the  slaughterhouse  without  ex¬ 
amination. 

During  the  year  no  evidence  of  “Cysticercus  Bovis” 
was  found  to  be  present  in  any  of  the  carcases  examined. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspec¬ 
ted  during  the  year  1958  was  2,  857,  and  a  total  of  110 
visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse  for  this  purpose.
